. No later accounts than thofe publifhed in the Gazette 
have been received ffém the Continent, and therefore 
we cannot fatisfy the impatience of the public in regard 
to the further progrefs of bur army in Holland. A 
fleet was in fight yelterday at Yarmouth, but from its 
diftance it could not be afcertained whether. they were 
Dutch prizes, or tranfports with the fick and wounded.

After thus proving the 
infecurity of their chief port, what cautious Dutchman 
will retura under any guarantee to embark his capital in 
a commerce which may be fo eafily de(troyed ? ‘Thus 
we have not only feized on their thips, but made it ma- 
nifeft to them that it is idle to build more. 

Some tlovfand letters were yelterday received for 
the firft time from the Texel. "The orders of govern- 
ment have been {triétly enforced, that no private com- 
munications fhould be forwarded pending the event of 
the expedition. No interzourfe, in confequence, be- 
fore this delivery, has taken place between-the flect and 
the army and this country, excepting merely and lite- 
rally the official. The letters were detained by regula- 
tion of the commander in chief at’ Ramfgate, till after 
the publication of the general’s and admiral’s difpatches. 
The intercourfe will now be open, and we are promifed 
a regular and uninterrupted correfpondence. for the fu- 
ture. 

Our prefent letters’ are almaft entirely anticipated by 
the details of the gazettes. . They are not even of fo re- 
cent a date. 

Extract of a letter from an‘ officer on board Admiral Mitchell's 
squadron. 

On the 26th inft. we came to an anchor with the 
tranfports containing the troops, about four miles from 
the Helder, -under the forts of which the Dutch men 
of war lay two and two. At two o’clock on Tuefday 
morning, the debarkation of the troops began to take 
place; the beach having been firft founded by the guo- | 
boats, bomb-veffels, &c. which completely drove the 
fcattered Dutch troops from it, and afforded ours an ea- 
fy landing ; after effecting which, the troops immediate- 
ly formed, and were foon in aétion. By 11 o’clock in 
the forenoon, 10,000 of them were landed; but.it is 
fuppofed that not more than 2 or 3000 were engaged. 
The ation lated at intervals from feven in the morn- 
ing till four in the afternoon} at which time the Dutch 
made off in all directions. General Sir J. M. Pulteney 
is wounded in the wrift, and Colonel’ Macdonald’s is a 
fiefh wound in the thigh. 

Our troops on Tuefday night began to intrench on the 
hills;.and, on the 28th, the Helder fort furrendered, 
together with the Dutch fhips in ordinary, and feveral 
old Indiamen. The other hips, five line of battle, two 
of 54, three frigates, and a floop, are gone up the Zul- 
der Sea, about twelve miles; and we mean. to. follow 
and attack them as foon as the wied permits. 

Various are the reports with refpe& to the killed and 
wounded- among the Englith ; but I am forry to fay 
that from the obftinate bravery with which the Dutch 
foldiers fought, our lofs has been much greater than 
was at firlt apprehended. On the 27th in the evening, 
part of the fecond expedition arrived with about 5000 
men; but notin time to land. Some were landed on 
the 28th, and fome this day. 


AUGUST 30. 


We have juft come in fight-of the Dutch thips which 
have furrendered. They had requelted, bya flag of 
truce, 10 hours ; but Admiral Mitchell anfwered,. that 
he having a fuperior fleet to theirs, he would allow 
them one hour to confider of furtendering, and no 
longer ; but that if the Englith fleet had been no more 
than the Dutch, he fhould immediately have attacked

diately fent to England. Thg Texel ifland has fur- 
rendered, and two villages; awd 1 hope that all Hol- 
land wilt in a fhort time be well inclined for the reftora- 
tion of the Stadtholder. - 

General Abercromby is raifing fortifications on the 
narroweft part of the peninfula, inorder to fortify him- 
felf againft any attacks that may be made by the troops 
in Holland, till reinforcements fhall arrive. 

We have experienced the moft tempelluous weather 
ever fince we failed ; and it {till continues. You thall 
hear from me whenever any thing new occurs. 


CAMP, NEAR HELDER—AUG. 3. 


After a very objtinate refiftance, the enemy were for- 
ced to give way, and to retite tothe marfhy plain, from 
whence they foon after retreated in good order to Alk- 
maar, a town fix miles diftant from our advanced pofts. 
They had a few cavalry, of which. they attempted to 
avail themfelves ; but they could not aét, and were, af- 
ter a few fruitlefs endeavours; obliged to fall back, with 
fome lofs. , 

The whole force of the enemy was not more than 
7000 men, among whom there were only a few French 
officers. Their clothes, arms, and ammunition, were 
the beft I ever faw—better even than our own; and no- 
thing could furpafs the adroitnefs of their riflemen. Our 
lofs, in killed, wounded, and mifliog, as far as it has 
yet been afcertained, is upwards of 540 men, among 
whom are an extraordinary portion of Field Officers, 
when it is confidered, that not above one half of our 
army was engaged... "Not more than 130 of the zoth 
regiment could be ‘brought into ation. This corps 
gained diftinguifhed credit, and loft in killed and wound- 
ed 36men. ‘The enemy’s lofs was about the fame num- 
ber. They left 190 men ead on the ground. We 
are all in high fpirits, eager to.renew the combat, and 
fhall move forward, as foon as our cavalry are landed. 

The remainder of our correfpondent’s letter relates 
to the furrender of the fcet, an official account of 
which event appeared formerly. 

The weather was fo tempeftuous on Friday night, 
that no boat could live at fea. Admiral Mitchell. was 
obliged to fend his officer in a lugger to hoift the Orange 
Flag on board the Wathington. No officers were fent 
onboard the Dutch thips, or taken out of them. The 
rumours, that feveral.of the Dutch regiments had come 
into the Britifh, are unfounded. 

So late as Saturday at noon, General Abercromby 
had made no movement out of the Peninfula, but was 
entrenching himfelf, and throwing up'a chain of re- 
doubts upon its fouthern extremity, in order to defend 
his.lines againft any attack. of the enemy, previous to 
the artival of the whole of the reinforcements which 
are dettined toa& under him. ~ 
_ Weare happy to ftate, that Admiral Lord Duncan 

is much recovered from his indifpofition, though he has 
not yet been able to leave his fhip.:
